Receipts, number of Bibles printed, &c. 

The receipts into the treasury, aud the 
circulation of the Scriptures, have both 

again exceeded those of the preceding 
years ; the former by 6578 dollars, and 
the latter by 3881 Bibles and Testa- 
ments. 

During the year there have been prin- 
ted at the Depository, or are now in the 
press, 34,250 Bibles, viz. in English, 
28,250 ; Spanish, 4000 ; French, 2000 ; 
and 46,750 Testaments, viz. in English, 
44,750; andin French, 2000, making 
a total of Bibles and Testaments for the 
present year of 81,000, which added to 
451,002, the number stated inthe Ninth 
Report, makes a grand total of Five 
HUNDRED AND THIRTY-TWO THOUSAND 
NINE HUNDRED AND TWO BrBces anp Tes- 
raMeENTS, or parts of the latter, printed 
from the stereotype plates of the society, 
or otherwise obtained for circulation du- 
ring the ten years of the Society’s exist- 
ence. 

Some unexpected delay has occurred 
in the publicativu of a Pocket Bible, but 
the plates are completed, and an edtuu. 
of two thousand copies has been put to 
press. 

The total number of Bibles, Testa- 
ments, &c. issued from the Depository 
of the Society during the year ending the 
ist inst. is 67,134 copies, which added 
to 372,913 Bibles and Tesnaments, and 
parts of the latter, issued in former years, 
make the whole number issued from the 
Depository, from the commencement of 
the institution, 440,047. ‘I‘hese are ex- 
clusive of those issued by the Kentucky 
Bible Society, and printed from this So- 
ciety’s plates, and of those which have 
been procured by auxiliary societies from 
other quarters. 

Among the copies of the Scriptures is- 
sued during the past year, there has been 
a considerable accession to the number 
of those in foreign languages, particular- 
lyin the Spanish. In foreign languages 
the copies have been, Spanish Bibles 
2705 ; French do. 203 ; German do. 157;

| Among the grants to Domestic Societies, 
is one which deserves particular notice. 
A society in the northern part of the state 
of New-York,(induced by the example of 
the county of Monroe,) having investiga- 
ted its wants, and finding that to supply 
the numerous families destitute of the Bi- 
ble, required meansjexceeding their pres- 
ent ability, presented an application for 
assistance, through their Secretary, who 
himself volunteered an offer of 100 dol- 


jlars, if the Manager would, in additon to 


what this sam and the amount of their 
funds would purchase, grant a small do- 
nation of Bibles, to enable the Society to 
furnish a copy of the Word of God to ev- 
ery family. The overture was gladly 
accepted, and provision has thus been 
made for placing the holy volume in eve- 
ry house inthat county. The total dona- 


|tions of the Society during the past year, 


is 16,547 Bibles and Testaments ; value 
$10,541-83. 
Want of Bibles at home. 

Although much has been done for fur- 
nishing foreign countries with the oracles 
of God, the funds of the Society must be 
multiplied to supply the wants of a desti 
tute and rapidly increasing population in 
our own country. A Gentleman intimate- 
ly acquainted with the State of J)linois, 
and who is Secretary of one of the Socie- 
ties there, writes, that at avery moder- 
ate estimation, one fourth of the 12,000 
families composing the population of that 
state is unsupplied with the Scriptures.— 


From the reports of Bible Societies, it Interest on money loaned to 


appears that in Wayne county, Ohio, 654 
families have been found destitute of the 
Scriptures, although five of its towns are 
yet unexplored ; in Brown county, in 
the same State, 985 families are in a sim-

of every practicable method of obtaining 
accurate knowledge of the various chan- 
nels, through which the scriptures might 
be introduced into every purt of Mexico 
and South America. They have accor- 
dingly appointed appointed a standing 
committee, for the distribution of the 
scriptures in Foreign languages, whose 
efforts will be particularly directed to the 
wants of the newly established republics 
of the south. 

The establishment of the National Bi- 
ble Society at Bogota, for the Republic of 
Colombia, is considered by the managers 
as among the most auspicious events in 
the history of the Bible Societies ; and 
they have remitted to ita donation of 800 
Spanish Bibles. A letter to the managers, 
from an American gentleman in Mexico, 
states that the Scriptures are gladly re- 
ceived by all classes of the community. 
He gives it as his opinion, that 10,000 co- 
pies could be at once circulated among the 
inhabitants of that place. 

From Mr. Brigham, an agent of the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, who has resided for 


several years in South America, the Man- 
agers Nave received frequent and inter- 


esting communications. Mr. B. has visit- 
ed the Republics of Buenos Ayres, Chili, 
Peru, Colombia, and Mexico; in each of 
which he disposed of a number of Spanish 
Testaments. He remarks that the peo- 
ple in this country are becoming more en- 
lightened every day. In Peru, Colom- 
bia, and Mexico, such was the prevailing

It is estimated that, in 
the other counties 7134 families are des- 
titute. In the state of Indiana, contain- 
ing 40,000 families, it is estimated that 
not more than half have an entire Bi- 
ble. 

Other facts of a similar character might 
be presented from other of the states 
West and South. But the Western and 
Southern States are not the only places 
afflicted with this famine of the bread of 
life. Investigations made under the di- 
rection of Bible Societies in different 
parts of the State of New-York, dis- 
close facts equally painful to every Chris- 
tian heart. From these investigations, it 
appears that in Oswego county one fourth 
part of the families do not possess an en- 
tire copy of the Holy Scriptures ; in 
nine of the towns in Livingston county,

Grants of Bibles to Societies, fe. at home 
and abroad. 
Various applications have been received 
from Missionaries, labeuring in the islands 
of the West Indies, for supplies of the 
Scriptures for their respective congrega- 
tions, which were represented as anxious 
to possess the volume, but unable to pro- 
cure it. Several grants were made to 
such individuals during the preceding 
year ; but the Board learning that an ac- 
tive Society existed in the Island of An- 
tigua, acentral position, from which sup- 
plies could be readily forwarded to the 
various islands, on the recommendation of 
judicious friends, made to that Society a 
grant of 200 Bibles and 400 Testaments, 
and referred the individual applicants to 
that source for supplies. On the appli 
cation of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, the Mana- 
ger granted a supply of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, in English and Spanish, to the Mis- 
sionaries in the Sandwich Islands, for 
supplying vessels frequenting those pla- 
ces, and toenable them to embrace op- 
portunities of sending the latter to the op- 
posite western coasts of Spanish Ameri- 
ca.

sand families are destitute of the Bible! 
The Society of St. Lawrence county 
found 716 families in the same situation 
within their bounds, and, we are happy to 
add, took immediate measures for a com- 
plete supply. These Societies in the 
State of New- York have been led to these 
investigations by the noble example of 
their sister institution in the county of 
Monroe ; and each of them, like that in- 
stitution, has resolved not to cease its la- 
bours until every family within its bonnds 
shall have a Bible. 

Auxiliaries and Agents. 
The number of Societies auxiliary to 
the American Bible Society, is gradually 
increasing. Fifty four have been recog- 
nised during the last year, making the 
whole number of Auxiliary Societies at 
present, 506. 
Dr. Nathaniel Dwight has been em- 
ployed as an agent in Rhode Island, Maine, 
Vermont, and New Hampshire ; the Rev. 
Mr. Peck, has been continued an agent 
in Missouri, Illinois, and Indiana, where 
he has been instrumental in forming, 
since he first commenced his agency, 39 
auxiliaries; and the Rev. J. B. Water- 
bury was employed at first in the counties 
of Hampshire and Hampden, in Massachu- 
setts, where he formed 32 male and fe- 
male Bible Associations in 17 towns, and 
collected $681; and afterwards in the 
northern part of Georgia, in company with 
the Rev. G. W. Ridgley.

Many of the Prisons and Penitentiaries 
of our country have been supplied with 
Bibles through the medium of Auxiliary 


tures in Arabic and other suitable lan- 
guages, to the goove amount, as they may 
order the same, for distribution among 
the persons contemplated by the benevo- 
lent donor. Afegacy of $500 has been 
received from Mr. Daniel Burger, and 
another of§2000 from James Thompson, 
Esq. both of this city. A valuable dona- 
tion of 10 shares in the bank of Newbern, 
N. C. worth $1000 at par, has been re- 
ceived from Dr. Elias Hawes, of that 
place. 
It will be perceived that $573 have 
been contributed during the year by indi- 
viduals to the sinking fund, established to 
pay the debt on the Society’s house.— 
This sum, together with the ordinary in- 
come from the sinking fand, viz : $957 70, 
has reduced the debt, which originally, on 
the Ist of May, 1823, was $13,100, and 
at the last anniversary $11,251, to $9,720. 
Operations of the Society in Foreign Coun- 
tries. 
After noticing the death of the Rev. 
Dr. Woodhull, formerly one of the secre- 
taries for Domestic correspondence, and 
of the Rev. Mr. Crane, assistant Secreta- 
ry elect, the report proceeds to a briefac- 
count of the Foreign operations of the 
managers. 
Through the medium of the Montreal 
Bible Society in Lower Canada, the do- 
nation of 400 copies of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John, in the Mohawk language, 
has been faithfully distributed among the 
Indians residing at the Lake of the two 
mountains, and at 5t. Regis: and also 
among those at the Caughnawaga village, 
who, it is said, received the Word of God 
with expressions of joy andgratitude. As 
a pleasing instance of the prompt and in- 
dependent spirit which these children 
of the forest manifest, it is stated that the 
Indians at Caughnawaga, being members 
of the church of Rome, convened a coun- 
cil of their chiefs, to deliberate upon the 
proprietyof receiving the Scriptures, and 
they unanimously resolved that all their 
people should be left at liberty to accept 
of the Gospel. 

Several other parts of the New Testa- 
ment have been translated into the Mo- 
hawk language, which it is the intention of 
the managers to publish, as soon as they 
have undergone a revision that may test 
their accuracy, and the expectation is en- 
tertained that ultimately the whole New 
Testament will be furnished to that por- 
tion of the aborigines of our country, com- 
monly called the Six nations. The want 
of competent translators, has hitherto im- 
posed difficulties in the way of its accom- 
plishment,

Mexico and South America, to meet the 
demands in those countries ; and several 
hundred copies of the Spanish Scriptures 
have been purchased at the Depository in 
New-York, by merchants and others tra- 
ding to South America. Bibles purcha- 
sed at the Depository for a dollar and a 
half, have been sold in the city of Mexico, 
in quantities, for five dollars, and retailed 
as high as seven and a half; suchis the 
demand for the sacred volume in regions 
so long deprived of this inestimable trea- 
sure. 

Several other Bible Societies, not aux- 
iliary to this institution, exist in the Uni- 
ted States, in New-Brunswick, Nova Sco- 
tia, and Upper Canada. The Philadel- 
phia Bible Society, in particular, is ac- 
tively and successfully engaged in the 
great work to which they have for so ma- 
ny years devoted their attention. The

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BIBLE CLASSES- 


The subject of Bible Classes is treated 
of at some length in a Sermon recently 
published by the Rev. Justin Epwanps, 
of Andover. He remarks 1. On the 
qualifications of the minister. He must 
be a good man ; ardently devoted to the 
service of Christ; mighty in the Scrip- 
tures—believing them heartily, and obey- 
ing them perseveringly. 2. Some meas- 
ures preparatory to the formation of a 
Bible Class. Having made it a subject of 
special prayer, thatin entering upon so 
important a concern, and in carrying it 
forward, he may be guided aright, he 
should show from theJpu! pit, that all Scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God, and 
therefore is profitable ; at the same time 
presenting some of the striking and con- 
clusive evidences of its divine origin: 
Such as the agreement of all the writers-- 
the miracles which they wrought—the 
prophecies which they uttered—the ef- 
fects which it would produce, if all men 
should perfectly believe and obey it. 


ble is the word of God, let him infer the 
manner in which men ought to treat it, 
viz. read it daily, attentively, devoutly, 
perseveringly ; and when they understand 
its directions, without delay, and without 
ceasing,follow them. Let him allude to the 
advantages which result from a practical 
knowledge of the Scriptures—not only to 
the temporal interests of men, but the 
eternal—not only in this life, but it the 
life to come. 
sist all among his people who wish to en- 
ter upon the study of the Bible, by meet- 
ing with them for an hour and a half once 
in two weeks, for the pupose of pointing 

out the truth of God in that portion of 
Scripture to which they shall attend, and 
the effect which this truth ought to have 
on them. 

3. Formation of the class, 

Let the minister appoint a meeting for the 
purpose of explaining more fully his ob- 
jeci, and pointing out the manner in which 
he wishes them to pursue it. Let him 
invite all from twelve years old and up- 
wards, who are disposed to attend. And 
let itbe distinctly understood that per- 
sons, While they have reason, are never 
too old to study the Bible, or to study it 
to advantage. The age however, and the 
classification, may be different in different 
places. . 

At the me¢eting let him show, that his

Let him describe briefly the various 
orders of men, and the different sects men- 
tioned in the Scriptures, such, for in- 
stance, as patriarchs, priests, prophets, 
Levites, scribes, doctors, lawyers, Phari- 
sees, Sadducees, Herodians, publicans, 
sinners, Samaritans, Nazarites, and Naza- 
renes ; apostles, elders, bishops, evange- 
lists. deacons, & others,—enlarging. more 
or less as he may think proper, and point- 
ing out, from their character and employ- 
ment, the reasons why they are spoken 
of as they are in the Bible. 

Let him also be provided witha good 
map of Palestine and the adjacent coun- 
tries, that he may show them the position 
of places, and things, as they occur in the 
portions of Scripture to which they shall 
attend. 

When the way is prepared, by one or 
more meetings as the case may require, 
let the minister, after taking the names of 
those who wish to attend, give thema 
portion of Scripture; say the first and 
second chapters of Matthew, passing by 
the genealogy, by merely showing them 
its object and use. Before they separate, 
let him show them the manner in which 
he wishes them to attend it, by going over, 
in their hearing, with a few verses him- 
self. Let him then close, commending 
them and all who may associate with them, 
to God and the word of his grace, which 
is able to enlighten and to purify them, 
and to fit them for an inheritance among 
those that are sanctified. 

4. Manner of conducting the exercises. 

When they assemble again, let the 
youngest sit the nearest to the minister, 
and the others farther back, as much as is 
convenient according to age ; and let them 
always take the same seat, that ministers 
may address them in rotation, and know 
that none are passed by. After imploring 
the divine guidance, let the first read a 
verse. If he does not readit rightly, as to 
pronunciation, emphasis, tones, cadence, 
&c. let the minister read it over after 
him, and by a proper manner of reading 
it, show him, if — its meaning. To

RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES. 

It will be observed by the Legislative pro- 
ceedings, that a bill is pending, which provides 
for the incorporation of the churches of the 
various denominations of Christians in this 
State, to hold funds voluntarily given them. 
We regret to see that this bill meets with !

Acts 28th, 22d. 

In our last we remarked briefly on the ez- 
clusive character of the doctrines of Christian- 
ity; we shall now attempt ina brief manner 
to show that Christianity is exclusive in its or- 
dinances. 

The ordinances, or positive institutions of 
the New-Testament, are as before remarked, 
few, plain, and significant ; suited to all ages 
and countries. 

They are immersion or baptism in water, 
into the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: and the Lord’s Sup- 
per. 
Believe, and be baptized; and continue 
steadfast in the Apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, and in the breaking of bread and pray- 
ers; as oft as ye eat this bread, and drink of 
this cup, ye do shew forth the Lord’s death un- 
til he come. 

Do this in remembrance of me. Go teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name, &c. 
Teaching them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you, &c. 

Thus it will be seen, that the command to 
observe these ordinances of Christianity, and 
the due order in which they are to be observ- 
ed, are plainly and explicitly made known by 
the divine head of the church. 

It was in obedience to these institutions, 
that the apostles acted throughout their minis- 
try. They preached the word of the Lord, 
and those who believed their testimony, they 
baptized—and such continued steadfast in the 
Apostles doctrine and fellowship, and in the 
breaking of bread, and prayers to him who 
alone is abie to help. 

But it is worthy of special regard, that these 


are positive institutions, and as such, derive 
all obligation and fitness, from the will 


of him who has enjoined them; and no allow- 
ance is given to men by their author, to add 
any thing to them, or to diminish aught from 
them. They are then exclusive in their 
character. 

All that the New Testament does not sanc- 
tion in relation to the church of Christ, is to 
be avoided by those who would yield accepta- 
ble obedience to Christ, and all that the Lord 
has commanded they should be desirous to 
perform, remembering that the Saviour has 
placed obedience to his commands, as the test 
of the love of his professed disciples. 

They should rely entirely on that “ wisdom 

which is from above,” for the regulation of the 
order of God’s house, and should discard that 
which is from beneath, which “is carnal, 
sensual, devilish.” 
But it has always been found that a steadfast 
adherence to the ordinances as well as the. 
doctrines of Christ, have been the occasion of 
reproach to Christians, from the unbelieving 
and the disobedient. 

However refined may be the state of society, 

yet it has ever been true, that the spirit of the 
world is averse from the spirit of Christianity ; 
hence attempts are continually making by the 
enemies of the cross of Christ, and some of 
the professed, though misguided friends of the 
Saviour, to incorporate with the plain and sig- 
nificant ordinances of the New-Testament 
chnrch, some things which will please the nat- 
ural heart of man. Many are disposed to allow 
the intervention of human policy—to consult 
circumstances—to follow the devices and de- 
sires of their own hearts—and to say in rela- 
tion to their practice which is not sanctioned 
by the New-Testament, ‘“‘ The Lord pardon 
tby servant for this thing.” 
By pursuing this temporising course, they 
retain much of the countenance and friendship 
of the world, and ‘the offence of the cross 
ceases” in a great measure, in regard to 
them. But the Saviour is robbed of the glory 
due to his name, and they lose the consola- 
tion attendant on unreserved obedience to 
Christ. The beauty of the Church is marred, 
and the Saviour is wounded in the house of his 
friends.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
Friday, May 12th.—Afternoon. 


The Memorial of the city Council of New 
Haven, to alter their charter so as to limit 
the term of office of Mayor to two years, 
and to make some other alterations relative 
to the sale of powder within the city limits— 
was read and referred to a committee o/ 
three. 

The bill relating to the levy of executions 
on real estate more particularly described a 
few days since, came to its third reading and 
passed. 

The bill making an alteration in the law re- 
garding replevin, came to its third reading- 
and after some discussion was referred to the 
Judiciary committee. 

Mr. Raymond offered a resolution appoin( 
ing Wednesday next as the day for balioting 
for a Senator of the United States—negatived. 

The bill to disqualify Judges of Probate to 
sit on questions where they have acted as al- 
torneys in the case, came to its third reading 
and passed. 

The bill to abolish the imprisonment of fe- 
males for debt was called on its third reading, 
by Mr. Shepard, who briefly advocated its 

assage. 

He said, that the principles of this bill were 
so good ; its object so just and proper; that 
Lv precunared mv ecotieman of refined feeling ; 
of an honourable and generous nature, would 
oppose its passage —that the intelligent & wise 
had ever considered the treatment which fe- 
males received in a country, the respect shown 
them, the rights, the liberty, and the influence 
they enjoyed, as furnishing the best criterion 
by which to forma judgment of the moral 
character and mental attainments of its in- 
habitants: and indeed of the nature and de- 
gree of liberty they enjoyed. In this country, 
their liberty and influence were deservedly 
great, and the admiration and love they merit- 
ed and excited, unrivalled ; still this stale 
which may so justly boast of its liberties, of the 
general diffusion of knowledge among its in- 
habitants, of the great celebrity of its literary 
establishments and its high moral character, 
has on its statute book a law, which, thoug) 
not often enforced against the female part o! 
the community, yet is utterly inconsisten! 
with the great natural right granted, and 
moral duties imposed by the God of nature. 
This law reads thus, ‘ and him or her commit 
to the common gaol,” where he or she shall 
remain till he or she pay the debt, fees and 
charges. Sir, I am yet to learn that misfor- 
tune is a crime: the great laws of nature 
implanted in our hearts by its Author, in- 
struct us that crime is the proper subject 0! 
punishment, misfortune never ; yes, sir, a0¢ 
thus are we taught by our religion. 

Mr. Dana said that he thought the bill 
could not fail to pass at this period of the week, 
(Friday afternoon. )--With tae savage, woman 
was considered a mere servant, a slave or 2 
drudge, to bear the labor, the toil, and fatigue 
of beastsof burthen, subject to whatever tasks 
he should see fit to impose upon her.—Tle 
Turk shut her up in confinement, or kept 
her veiled and secluded from society. In 
China, she was bandaged, and swathed, and 
screwed, tc keep her within a small compass. 
But in more evlightened countries, where the 
rays of science had illuminated them, and 
the benign influence of Christianity had pre- 
vailed, woman had been elevated to her pro- 
per sphere. Her influence was felt in the 
edification and instruction of youth, in incul- 
cating and instilling into them virtuous princi- 
ples. She was indeed secluded to a certain 
degree from the world, and exercised her do- 
minion over her domestic concerns. Home 
was the sphere of her action, and her family 
the seat of. ber empire. Thus abstracted from 
the toil and the bustle of the world, she ought 
to be exempt, at least, from the degradation 
of imprisonment for debt.

Congress adjourned on Monday, the 22d 
inst. after a session of nearly six months. The 
members, of course, will soon be among their 
constituents, prepared, it is presumed, to ren- 
der to them an account of the manner in which 
they have devoted their attention to the pub- 
lic affairs, and the success which has attended 
their efforts. 

We have no hesitation in saying, that there 
has, in our opinion, been no session of Con- 
gress, since the establishment of the Govern- 
ment, from which the Union has derived so 
little advantage, either in regard to positive 
benefit, or to national character, as that which 
has just closed. As it relates to positive ben- 
‘efit, very little need be said; for so little has 
been accomplished, that the tale may be told 
in very few words. Scarcely a single bill has 
passed, as far as we can recollect, in the course 
of the session, which can be considered as of 
any serious importance. Almost every thing, 
except appropriation laws, that has taken 
place, has been carried through within the last 
few weeks. All the business of the session, 
that has come to a successful result, might 
have been performed in the first six weeks of 
the session, and the nation might at least have 
been saved the expense of the remainder of 
the time which has been worse than thrown 
away.”

Constantinople, that positive information had

| between Mr. Canning, Prince Mavrocordato, 
and other Deputies of the Greek government, 
the two parties agreed upon the basis of the 
“negotiation which the Brittish Minister was to 
/conduct at Constantinople, & which as far as 
they had gone, afford a probability of success. 
Mr. Canning is authorized to act in the name 
of the Greeks under the auspices of England. 

A Constantinople paper of the 11th March, 
says Mr. Canning had already an audience 
with the Reis Effendi, and that he had sent 
him a note in faveur of the Greeks. 

The collection made in Paris, in favor of 
the Greeks, amounted to fifty thousand francs. 
On the 2ist there was to be a grand concert 
for the same object. 

The news of the fall of Missolonghi has 
occasioned an immense depression in Greek 
bonds. 

Russta.-—The Paris Constitutionel had ar- 
rived from St. Petersburgh, announcing the 
failure of the Duke of Wellington’s negocia- 
tions. His Grace is represented to have been 
instructed to demand that deliberations should 
be held in a Congress of the Great Powers, |. 
Upon the means of putting an end to the effu- 
sion of Christian blood in Greece, and of ter- 
minating the affairs of Moldavia and Walla- 
chia. 2d, Uponthe adoption of arrangements 
tending to reduce in all the States the force 
of the standing armies, the great mass of 
which renders taxes burdensome to the peo- 
ple ; ameasure which would involve, on the 
part of Russia, the suppression of her military 
colonies. Butit is said that the Cabinet of St.

Moldavia and Wallachia, resulting from pri- 
vate treaties with the Sublime Porte, were an 
affair that exclusively concerned Russia, 
which it was her deire to terminate without en- 
tering into engagements with any one; and, 
lastly, that the reduction of her army, and sup- 
pression of her military colonies, formed a part 
of her system of government, which it belong- 
ed to herself alone to modify, or change, as 
she might consider it to accord with her inte- 
rests.” '

from the Rev. John Newton, to the Rev. 
Mr. Lubas, dated Jan. 17, 1798. 

(From the Congregational Magazine. ) 


My eyes grow old in the sockets, but I 
can still write and read by candlelight, 
though often I cannot recognize readily 
the face of an intimate friend. My recol 
lection, likewise, is weakened, especially 
as to names, but it seldom fails me in the 
pulpit. I have myself once been a great 
walker, but now three or four miles a day 
is as much as I wish for. Thus there is 
a very gentle, gradual decay,so gradual, 
that in most respects I hardly feel myself 
older than when you saw me last. I 
seema wonderto many. I ama wonder 
to myself. Too long I was an infidel, a 
blasphemer, and a profligate, but he 
spared me, and called me, to preach the 
faith I had laboured to destroy. In Afri- 
ca, I was aservant of slaves, butsince his 
sovereign mercy put me amongst his’chil- 
dren, I have been honoured and comfort- 
edonevery side. But enough of self! 
The singularity of my case often drives 
me into egotisms, when writing to a 
friend.
